According to the B.N.A. Ac the 
provinces of Canada have ‘the sole 
jurisdiction in property, civil right« 
and civil contracts, They thus alone 


For many years the Dominion have 
been paying 75 percent of the basic 
pensions to the provinces, in recent 
years the federal government have 
been willing to enlarge scope of the 
Act so that everyone who reaches the 
age of 70 would get a pension and 
those between the ages of 65 and 69 
would qualify for the pension if in 


only apply to those who were, bebween 
65 and 70 years of age, 

‘The Dominion communicated with 
all provinces offering to pay the 
whole cost of pensions for those over 
70 and half the cost of pensions for 
those in need between 65 and 69 if 
the provinces would pay the other 
half in the lower age group. 

In order to enter the field the Do- 
minion has to get an amendment made 
by. the British parliament -to the 
British North America Act. 

There has been much cofrespon- 
dence but finally this week all the 
provinces have agreed and a petition 
has been sent to London praying for 
such a change in the constitution. 

It is expected that the Brittish wil! 
grant this request promptly, and if 
so here is.a good chance that pen- 
sions for all over 70 and for those 
65 to 69 who qualify under. the 
means teat, will be available by Jan- 
uary 1st, 1952, 

The Canadian Government is hurry- 
ing along because they realize if the 
Brittish government is defeated in 
an election held there, that there may 
be delay in passing the permissive 
amendment in London. 

To secure a pension proof of age 
will be required and a birth cer- 
tificate is the best proof. An entry 
in a family bible, a marriage cer- 
tificate, a homestead paper, or 
citigenship or immigraion record is 
sometimes accepted. In some cases 
census returns can be searched but 
this takes time. 

If an when the amendment Is 
granted the big debate will be on 
the methods of raising the extra two 
hundred million or so which will] be 
required to pay out the additional 
pensions, It will mean contributions 
of some kind It may be gathered 
by. increasing the income tax, in- 
creasing the sales tax or by some 
special levy. No details of this have 
as yet been worked out,

An inquest into the < the death of Bene- 
dict Prairie Chicken. was held last 
Wednesday evening in Crowfoot Hall, 
on the Blackfoot Reserve, wit}r Cor- 
oney G, H, Farquharson presiding. , 

The jury which consisted of A. F. 
MacCallum foreman, A. E, ,'Watson, 
F, Michael, A, Horn, R. S, Fairbourn 
and T. Gordon returned a verdict 
“That Prairie Chicken came to his 
death on tie evening of October 7 or 
early in the morning of October 8, 
1950 in a slough southeast of Cluny by 
accidental drowning.” Dr. R. Riley, 
df Calgary, gave evidence of the post 
mortem 

From the evidence it was shown that 
the body of Prairie chicken was foun® 
hy Peter C. Face in a slough on his 
farm. Prairie Chicken was said to 
have been intoxicated when he 
left for his home, on the reserve, on 
horse back, Wiile crossing the 
slough his horse reached a barb wire 
fence and apparently Prairie Ohick- 
en fell off and was unable to mount 
his horse or make his way out of 
the water, His body was found 
cought in the wire fence The horse 
was found next morning nearby, 

There were a large number of In- 
dians present at the inquest.

iNSECT FORECASTS 
YROTCET CROPS 

When you see the grasshopper 
‘orecast map in your elevator or 
nunicipal ‘office, do you ever wonder 
.bout the men who gave you this 
varning and how they 1et the in- 
formation? Thousands of dollars 
snnually are saved as a@ result of 
he work of entomologists . of the, 
icience service in forecasting insect’ 
‘est outbreaks ‘on our western plains, 
<he grasshopper forecasts, for in- 
tance, not only warn farmers of 
he intensity and location of expected 
uttreaks; they also enable muni- 
cipalities and provincial departments 
if agriculture to have adequate: bait, 
naterial and® poison dusts or sprays 
m hand where and when they are 
1eeded, 

Althougit the grasshopper work is 
:o-ordinated from Saskatoon, sur- 
eys are made by teams of scientists 
n each province. The Alberta ‘sur- 
ey team, D. Seyward Smith, J. A. 
Autchmore and, R R. Foreser, work 
vat of the Field Crops Insect Labor- 
tory at Lethbridge. In each spring. 
the hatch is closely watched, corre- 
‘ated with the season’s~ forecasts, and 
progress of the control campaign 
1oted, In late July the adult sur 
vey is begun, covering in a igrid pat- 
cern the entire area subject to 
grasshopper attack on roads ap- 
aroxmiaely twelve miles apart. 
Stops at four mile intervals for ob- 
servations on the kinds and num~- 
bers of hoppers will total around 
one thousand in number. {Through- 
out the season weather and food con- 
ditions affecting this pest are noted, 
A keen lookout is also kept for -ex 


tensive migrations. Should these 
occur a re-check of the areas in- 
volved . must be made. - 


Provincial pest control officers and 
farmers are then given a prelimin- 
ary warning of areas of very high 
adult populations {This enables fall’ 
control by shallow cultivation to be 
undertaken where necessary. 

The egg survey begun in Septem- 
ber, is concentrated on those areas 
in which the adult survey showed the 
presence of potentially dangeroua 
numbers, Frequency of egg samp- 
ling in any area is based on informa- 
tion accumulated during the control 
campaign and in the adult survey, 
Each sampling test involves’ the tak- 
ing of several footsquare areas of 
soil and sifting out the egg pods. On 
the roadside four to six one-foot 
square samples are also taken. In 
the cropped land five similar foot- 
square samples are also taken, ex- 
tending from the field margin to over 
150 feet into the field. ‘With 300 to 
500 test locations, the hand sifting 
of soil from 3000 to 5000 square feet 
adds up to quite a job. WDetailed 
records are made of numbers and 
species -present in each test. 

Plotting the egg data on a large 
scale map enables the grasshopper 
specialists to outline those areas 
where severe, moderate and light 
infestations are likely to occur. Of 
course, weather conditions the fol- 


lowing season may modify’ the ex- 
; pected outbreak. However, consider-.

It is not always necessary to com- 
pile maps covering these, -but ap- 
propriate and timely warnings of 
abnrmal insect conditions are 
issued; Dr: C W Rarstad, head of 
the Field ‘Crop Insect Laboratory, 
Letiibridge, keeps an eye on fluctuat- 
ing populations of the western wheat 
stem sawfly Ravages of this pest 


have diminished since introduction of 
the resistant wheat variey, Rescue. 
Similarly, severe and widespread 
losses from the pale western cut- 
worm have not occurred since satis- 
factory control measures ~ were 
worked out © However, .Larry A, 
Jacobson keeps a check on .weather 
condittions which favor cutworm in- 
crease and watches the moth flights 
closely. 

Constant lookout is also maintained 
by the Lethbridge scientists for the 
appearance of crop pests which are 
extending their range in areas out- 
side our province, ‘The European 
corn borer is moving westward from 


Manitoba and the Dakotas, while the 
alfalfa weevil has spread extensiyely, 
into Montana in the last few wears. 
Valuable as these services are known 
to be, there is one thing about them 
which is no always appreciated by 
the farmers and business men mho 
receive benefit from same: It is 
this, The entomologists, like other 
scientists are working on research 
p,rojects for the advancement of 
knowledge in their field, Surveys and 
tests are the service chores vihidh 
must be done in addition to their reg- 
ular scientific work. These chores 
do not advance science; but they do 
protect the gains we have made.

Nickel Refinery To 
Be Located_In Alberta 

TORONTO—Sherritt Gordon Mines, 
Ltd. announced a $28,318,000 pro- 
gram for its nickel-copper property 
at Lynn Lake in Northern Manitoba. 

It includes a nickel refinery in Al- 
berta, at a location not yet chosen, 
costing $17,522,000. 

The program means, when com- 
plete in 1954, movement of some 800 
persons, men, women and children, 
their houses and household goods. 
Their community will be lifted from 
the present nearly-exhausted copper- 
zinc-silver-gold operation at Sherri- 
don, Man,, to the new nickel-copper 
property at Lynn Lake, 120 miles 
farther north,

The trip, which is expected to take 
the party as far south as Kentucky 
and Tennessee, is being sponsored by 
the Salada Tea Company to encour- 
age good farming methods and will 
be conducted by LeRoy G. Brown, 
provincial agricultural representative 
at Lindsay and a member of the On- 
tario Plowmen’s Association.

To Open Peace River 
Country For Homesteading 


EDMONTON.—Land in one of the West's last frontier distrie.s . 
—the Peace River country of Alberta—soon will be opened for 
homesteading by the provincial government. About 356 quarter- 
sections will be offered by the lands department soon, About 
three-quarters of this area will be suitable for settling and about 
50 quarter-sections will be reserved for school land. 

The new area begins about 25 


wide and 18 miles from north to 
south. 

A government statement said 
about 40 settlers can be accommo- 
dated in this Blueberry Mountain 
aréa, ‘- 

The soil is mostly a clay loam of 
fairly heavy texture. ‘ Tlie govern- 
ment says wheat, oats and barley 
are among crops which can be grown 
successfully, and that grasses and 
legumes should be introducéd soon 
to build up the soil fibre, 

“This block of land will be much 
easier to clear than the average dis- 
trict in the north country,” says the 
government, It includes large burn- 
ed-over areas. Other sections are 
covered with young trees. 

There are handicaps. Only rough 
wagon roads are available. As in 
most of the Peace River country, 
water supply is a problem. Except 
in a few places, water for livestock 
and drinking purposes will have to 
be stored in man-made dugouts.
